On some seasons 


from live to ten times as mui'li aphis 
in present as on others and naturally 
on the seasons when if is mi^st preva- 
lent is tho most damage done.

Home sections of the walnut, growing 
clitilrictH are often more seriously nf- 
focted than others. 
The aphis appar- 


ently thriven best in sections where 
I'eiggy woollier is inemt. often encounter- 
ed. Thus, Santa Hnrbara and Vonturo 
counties are' perhaps damaged the most 
seriously liy the aphis. 


It has been generally known for some 


time that it is possible to control the 
aphis through spraying the trees with 
a nicotine solution, but the walnut is 
«o large and the foliage. so heavy at 
the time spraying for nphift is

trol various pe'sts in the sugar beet 
industry, in which he had recently been 
working, might prove the solution of 
tho iiphi.s control problem. 


1'rofessor Smith lias; thus been carry- 


ing on experiments in dusting for the 
walnut nphis for several years, past, and 
while he 
felt 
that the 
method 
was 


practic.nl, he hiid never be-en able to 
obtain ti uniformly good material 
for 


the purpose u n t i l this year. 
Through 


the co-ope'ration of the California Wal- 
nut Growers Association, which under- 
took te> equip nn experimeTitiil labora- 
tory and install n commercial mixing 
machine, and through tho fei-operation 


e>f the Snntn Barbara County Walnut 
Growers Association, which 
furnished 


space in its packing plant for the above 
ee|uipment, Professor 
Smith has de- 


veloped a dusting material that is more 
effective in absolutely killing all walnut 
aphis t h a n even the most sanguine of 
us had heipcd for and with the gratify- 
ing feature that through our own mix- 
ing plant the material can be made nnel 
distributed 
tei growers much cheaper 


than 
the 
inferior material 
formerly 


could be obtained. 


Experiments with the (lusting ma- 


chines and the new materials, which 
have recently been carrieel on in a 
large way in several of the important 
walnut growing sections, proved that 
beyond doubt the walnut aphis can now 
be thoroughly, quickly and economical- 
ly eradicated. 


The material for killing the aphis 


costs the grower live cents n pound f.

most significant decisions for the MIC- 


of thp oitrns industry in it* his- 


tnry is announced through Iho fnct that, 
the Exchange Orange Products Com- 
pany, a subsidiary organization of the 
California Fruit Growers' Exchange, 
will pack, ship and sell the best of the 
cull orange?—goo<3 fruit that cannot b» 
shipped to far-eastern points—the tree- 
ripe, puffy fruit, and fruit that has a 
akin injury -which will develop into de- 
cay unless marketed on a short haul. 


The Exchange Orange Products Com- 


pany is engaged at present in making 
marmalade from the cull oranges. Tho 
process for the making of marmalade 
was purchased of Thomas Crawford of 
Anaheim by the California Fruit Grow- 
ers' Exchange last year, and the great 
selling organization that handles sev- 
enty per cent of the citrus fruit of the 
state, 
originator 
of the "Sunkist" 


brand, has been making an unqualified 
success of 
the 
marmalade business. 


The propoBal to handle high grade culls 
in 
conjunction 
with the tnarmnlndo 


business, and to market, them in Paci- 
fic coast cities, is an outgrowth of the 
BUCCGSS of the marmalade business. 


. TOO RIPE TO SHIP. 


At certain times during the Wash- 


ington navel season in winter, there is 
a quantity of fruit that develops a 
"pnffy" skin, the cause being gener- 
ally that it has ripened too rapidly 
through being forced by unreasonable 
hot weather, or other causes. 
This 


"tree-ripe" fruit is invariably tho 
sweetest and in every way the most 
desirable of the winter crop. It is a 
better orange from the standpoint of 
the consumer than the orungos that are 
.sent cast. But its ripened condition 
means that it 
will not keep long 


enough to stand the long ride to east- 
urn points. 
Therefore, it is without 


value to the eastern market, and unless 
sold on a short haul, must be classed 
as a cull. 


There are also oranges that arc some- 


times damaged by being bruised in tho 
orchard, either during cultivation, or, 
in some cases, ns was the cn«t last

year, by hail. The hail is a very un- 
issnal visitation. 
Those oranges will 


oftentinifs temporarily heal over tho 
bruises t-J the skin, but will not stand 
up for long shipments. In every other 
way they are high grade oranges. 


NO FROSTED FRUIT. 


Instead of putting such oranges into 


marmalade, tbe Exchange Orange Pro- 
ducts Company will carefully grade the 
culls at packing houses now being 
erected for that purpose. If there is 
any frosted fruit it will be rigorously 
culled out by the use of the separator. 
All fruit that has been run through a 
separator in association packing houses 
nnd culled out' because showing injury 
by frost, will be kept separate in any 
shipment made to the Orange Products 
Company, and such fruit will lie utiliz- 
ed only- in the making of marmalade. 
The tree-ripe and otherwise high grad« 
cull fruit will be graded and packed. 
Some of the fruit will bo wrapped in 
a plain wrapper, 
shipped loose in 
"jumble park. 
Hugh Crawford, who 


is managing the preparations at the 
plant in San Dimes, said that tho fruit 
would probably be pocked to suit in- 
dividual buyers in various parts of the 
Pacific coast. 


MORE RIGID GRADING. 


Packing house managers say that if

VINA CONCERN,IS AMPLY INSURED AGAINST WATER SHORT- 
AGE THROUGH OPERATION1 OF BIG AUXILIARY PUMPING PLANTS 
—BALDWIN PARK PLANT EQUIPPED WITH NATURAL ,GAS AS 
FUEL FOR STEAM BOILERS—THREE PLANTS IN OPERATION. 


: Natural gas, as a fuel to develop 
flteafm in a battery of boilers that arc 
driving 'huge Nordberg and Corliss en- 
gines at the largest water-raising plant 
of the Covina Irrigating Company,; is 
an innovation that is to be 'a' distinct 
improvement, According to . statements 
made by members of the directorate of 
this company. 


Changing from the burning of crude 


fuel oil to the natural gas has entailed 
a very small comparative expenditure, 
and has taken very little time, it is 
stated. With the feed-pipes placed'in 
the fire-box of each boiler, and with 
the mouth of. tho fire-box effectually 
clamped down with coverings to pre- 
vent, sudden lowering and raising of 
temperature that injure boilers, the in- 
stallation was accomplished, the work 
"being done by the regular employes at 
the plant. This plant is situated near 
Baldwin Park, on the valley boulevard, 
one of three or four of the largest in 
the state. 
" 


In order to accommodate the request 


for the natural gas fuel, the Southern 
Counties Gas Company laid a line - of 


• four-inch pipe from Covina, through 
Irwindalo, along 'the -valley boulevard. 
The( amount' of ,,gas thatiwill;- bo.. con.- 
sumijd in running this'big plant; is,said 


'•'to ho sufficient to "double the amount 


Of ,;\(Consumption of \gas in jthc-.Covina 


ifk ThV 'primary.' •reasoi-'why itho company 
Changed,;-from< oil to 'gas is based on 
e#orU»inyy as' It is stated that a dollar 
and twenty-five,.conts worth of 'gas will 
do the same work* produced by* a barrel 


• of oil costing. a dollar and sixty cents. 
This is said to be the minimum amount 
of saving expected. 
, -The gas company has made a con- 
traijt with the irrigating company, in 
which it is agreed to deliver 100,000 
feet of gas per meter per month at 
thirty-five cents per thousand feet. Tho 
next 100,000 in excess of tho first will 
be delivered for thirty cents and if 
300,000 feet is used tho charge will 
be twenty-five cents. There is a mini- 
mum stipulation. 


•The use of natural gas as a fuel .in 


pumping plants in this valley has been 
thoroughly demonstrated, although not 
"before in such a large plant as the one 
just equipped for the Covirta Irrigat- 
ing Company. 
In the previous cases 


the natural gas was utilized through 
gas engines made1 especially for this 
kind of fuel. 
No irrigating plant is 


reported whore natural gas is used to 
generate steam for a steam engine plant 
in this valley, although this method is 
common in manufacturing districts. 


The significant thing to the rancher 


js that the natural'gas seems to not 
only do the work, but that its cost is 
far below that of other power. In one 
instance at La Verne, a thirty inch 
well has been run for 921 hours for 
$45.16 with natural gas by the meter, 
while a corresponding run the previous 
year with the use •>? other energy coat 
$233.97. 


A technical comparative test of nat- 


ural gas and oil fuels has been made 
by C. M. McCamey, chief engineer of 
the.Santa Ana city water works, and 
the result is printed in another portion 
of this paper. 


QUICK CHANGE MADE. 


The burners for natural gas have 


been installed in such a manner at the 
Covina plant that oil feeders can bo 
attached and substituted within fifteen 
minutes. 
This is to protect the plant 


from a possible breakage in the gas- 
main, or from any other reason which 
might shut off the gas-flow. This makes 
it possible for the plant to continue 
pumping, which is a necessary condi- 
tion, as any length of idleness on the 
part of the plant would be serious in 
the midst of the irrigating season. 


The plant at Baldwin Park ss a b«j{ 


auxiliary to the gravity water flow 
from the San Gabriel canyon, a part 
of which is owned by this company 
under rights that have pertained since 
the earliest aettlfiment of the valley, j 
The water from the canyon is appor- 
tioned to nine different companies and 
individual owners, supervision of which 
is made through the Committee of N'ine, 
a body of men composed of one member 
appointed from each company. 


' With the growth of the planted acre- 
age in the Covina valley, and with the 
annual increase in the size of the trees 
of tho citrus orchards, the demand for 
water became greater, which caused the 
Covina Irrigating Company to put' down 
wells and equip them aa auxiliary sup- 
plies. .This has also been done by every 
company in the valley. 
The water is 


pumped from the gravel strata lying 
from one hundred to two hundred and 
fifty feet beneath tho surface of tho 
plain,'and is an underground lake that 
is made by tho back seepage from tho 
San Gabriel river, and also from the 
surface seepage from the Sierra Madro 
watershed1 on tho north. 
Some of the 


underground water sinks through tho 
bed of tho San Gabriel rivor and wid- 
ens out in the loose gravel of the lower 
levels. ' But it is conceded by federal 
experts that a huge amount of the 
underground; supply comes from the 
entire surface seepage during the heavy 
rains in winter. 
The water moves 


through this strata at the rate of about 
five miles a year, it is stated by inves- 
tigators. 


'AUXILIARY PLANTS. 


" The big plant at Baldwin Park has 
two deep' wells in; operation, :produ<>ing 
over 700 California miner's inches con- 
tinuous flow when tljie plant is being 
.operated;?»vThe fwater[id ^jumped! ,idto 
a two-million gallon reservoir, at the 
plin4j'rand|;i5' boosted through a thiityi 
six inch*- pipe-line 'for four, miles to ttitt 
big, .three-acre resoryoir of tho com- 
pany. 
This reservoir also; takes the 


gravity water from the canyon and 
holds it for distribution. At this reser- 
voir there is another small booster plant 
that takes a part of the water to places 
higher than the resqrvoir, and which 
cannot bo reached, by any ofi the pipe- 
lines.' 
; 


Another plant belonging to this com- 


pany is situated at La Verne, several 
miles east of the Covina district. It- 
has recently been thoroughly overhaul- 
ed. 
Tho old buildings and machinery 


were removed, cleaning off the property 
completely, and a. new air compressor 
pump was installed, operated by olec- 
'tricity. 
The new machinery has been 


under test during the past month, and 
it is expected that the plant will pro- 
duce a minimum of 225 inches, which 
is an increase over its old capacity. 


' 
OLD DEACON WELL. 


In addition to these two plants, the 


company is this year making repairs 
on what is known as the old "Deacon 
well," which has boon owned by tho 
company for years, but has never been 
operated. It has been held as a possible 
extra supply in time of need. The well 
is in the San Dimas wash district, south- 
west of the group of wells operated 
by the Columbia Land & Water Com- 
pany. The water has been standing in 
this well at 53 feet from tho surface, 
in spite of the fact that wulln in that 
vicinity have been lowering an they 
have been pumped this last spring. This 
fact indicates that the old Deacon well 
is supplied from a different strata from 
tho other wells in that vicinity, which 
led to the idea of putting it into opera- 
tion this year. New machinery is being 
installed at the present time. 
It in a 


well that will pump a minimum of 35 
inches. 


CAXYON WATER SHORT. 


Owing to the fact that about half 


the usual amount of rainfall was re- 
ceived in the Han Gabriel watershed 
last winter, the water in the San Gab- 
riel canyon is lowering more rapidly 
this year than in pant years. 
This 


would be the cauH« of quite a little 
alarm in the old days before tho in- 
stallation of auxiliary pumping plant*. 
But under the pnwnt conditions* there 
can bo no danger of a nurioun ahortafje 
of water. The conditions do, however, 
call for care in water distribution and 
use, 
BH the indications point to one 


of the loweat amounts of gravity water 
in yeara. 


t'p in the San Gabriel canyon there 


la a gate-tender who Jooka after the 
interest* of all the companies having 
rights in the flow of the Han Gabriel 
river. The irrigating companies do not 
get a report from him until the time 
comes when the water in the canyon 


has' lowered to a point where ho has 
to "make a division of it according to 
tho various rights held. 
As long as 


there is a great body of water flowing, 
which may bo ten times tho amount 
needed by everyone, he does not make 
any report as to the amount of water 
in tho river. 
He does not make nity 


report until tho measurements at fhe 
weir show that the amount is approach- 
ing the point where an actual division: 
must be made. 
He then notifies all 


parties concerned of the amount of 
water flowing over tho weir. 


Last.yeafyin 1918, Che gate temrbr 


did not report on,the amount of water 
until July, because tho river was pro- 
ducing more than' was askefl for 
\rp, 


until that da^e. This -year ho reported! 
in April, showing that tho rivor is low- 
ering much more rapidly, and is at n 
point in April where it was in July 
of the previous year, or approximately' 
so. 
At the time of report this year; 


there were 3900 inches in the rivor to> 
be apportioned among all users. 
And 


a second report in May showed 3220! 
inches. This is a month and one half! 
ahead of tho report of two years ago,i 
figures being taken on July 20, 1917, 
showing 3220 inches. Tho banner year 
of late years was in 1910, when figures 
taken in July showed 4800 inches. 


While there is no doubht but that 


the river water will be short this year, 
it docs not cause the uneasiness that 
it has in tho years past. Tho pumping 
plants will supply any deficiency. Tho 
big Baldwin Park plant has never boon 
operated but a few months in tho year, 
and in some years has been used very 
little. 
This year it will be operated 


for "a long period it is likely. . So great 
'is its capacity when operated continu- 
ously it can alone take care of.- any 
shortage from tho canyon supply..'

Hero tho season's run of 


(121 hours, up to October !), showed a 
cost of $45.16 for natural gas, including 
tho costs of the lubrication of machin- 
ery, us against u previous year with 
electricity which wist $233.07. 


Mr. Putnam said that from July 0, 


to August 9th, 1917, while using an 


using natural gas engines they pump'cd 
244,073 hour inches at a cost of $628.41. 
This cut in operating cost enabled the 
Old Baldy Water Company in 1917 to 
reduce their water cost to their stock- 
holders from 2 cents to 1% cents per 
hour inch, therefore saving their stock' 
holders $1,088.31. In 1918 they again 
reduced tho cost to their stockholders 
from 1% cents to 1 cent per hour inch, 
saving $1,202.51). The Commercial En 
gino Company has figures also on about 
a dozen other plants in La Verne, North 
Pomona and in that vicinity. 


Inasmuch as tho entire valley from 


Pomona to Baldwin Park is supplied 
with natural gas, it would seem- that 
ranchers who are ready to equip wells 
would look into these comparative costs 
seriously. That there is a saving from 
one-third to one-half in operating costs 
is proven by the performance of many 
wells.-

The reason why the company did not 


u t t e m p t to develop wuter in the San 
<i:ibi-iel tisvi bed, riylit in it* owu tor- 
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ritory, it is said to bo that in those days 
wells had boon put down in tho canyon 
and had not been very successful. The 
shafts struck bed-rock at less than 100 
feet from the surface. 
This made it 


seem that it would not be wise to at- 
tempt to raise water in this river-bed. 
But in late years, when the wells were 
sunk below the mouth of the canyon, 
it was discovered that the gravel-be'ar- 
ing strata was nothing more or less 
than a groat underground lake. It is 
the nature of the stream to run out of 
the canyon and to widen out in the 
gravel bjlpw its mouth. For miles on 
each side of this stream, and for miles 
below its mouth, the ranchers have suc- 
cessfully tapped the underground flow. 


WATEE VERSUS LAND. 


The Azusa Irrigating Company is n 


non-profit corporation, entirely mutual 
in its benefits. 
The wator is appur- 


tenant to the land in the case of this 
company, that is to say—it belongs to 
the' land and cannot bo acpearatod from 
it, no matter how many owners may 
come and go. 
Tho stock is not for 


sale. When a purchaser of land in the 
district served by tho irrigating com- 
pany assumes tho responsibility of his 
ownership, he automatically assumes his 
responsibility in tho water appurten- 
ant to that land. If his stock in the 
irrigating company should become de- 
linquent through non-paymen of any 
assessments that may be made, and if 
the stock is forfeited for any reason, 
the company will still run water to his 
land at. his request, nnd will charge 
what is known as an alien water rate, 
which -is of course a higher rate thnn 
thut charged with tho ownership of 
stock.

Substitutes Electricity for 


Steam in La Puente Plant 


In this year when stockholders 
of- 


irrigating companies are asking search- 
ing questions of their directors as to 
the amount of water that may bo ex- 
pected during the coming summer, it 
is quite a little comfort^ for the direc- 
tors to report no possibility of a short- 


That is the situation as regards La 


Puente 
Cooperative Wate'r Company, 


which furnishes tho water for two thou- 
sand acres of the finest walnut orchards 
in the state. Although there is a good 
reason to believe that water is to be 
short this year, this company has such 
a wide margin of surplus to draw on 
there is -no chance of injury from dry 
weather. 


Reports from the San Gabriel canyon, 


and from San Dimes canyon, show .that 
tho gravity water is disappearing more 
rapidly this summer than in any year 
for many years. Thp light rainfall of 
tho past winter, including a light snow- 
fall on the back ranges of the Sierra 
Madro 
mountains, has 
caused 
all 


streams to be low at an early period. 
The San Gabriel river is reported as 
at a point in May that was only reached 
in August of normal years. 
" 


Many pumping wells in the district 


lying over the groat coastal plain below 
tho San Gabriel river are not as high 
as in former years. There is no anxiety 
as yet, but it is known that tho under- 
ground strata did not fill up normally 
last winter, and a number of ranchers 
owning private wells say that the water 
level is much lower. There is no indi- 
cation of a serious shortage, but a con- 
servation of all available water is 
urged. 


La Puente Cooperative Water Com- 


pany is pumping six hundred Califor- 
nia miner's inches, according to the 
records being kept by J. S. Alexander, 
engineer at the pumping plant. When 
| the wells are full, at the beginning of 


i a season after a normal rainfall the 
plant has been known to produce 900 


i inches. But the six hundred inches is 


I enough water to cover all that is re- 
! quired by the stock held in the con- 
cern. And, inasmuch as at no time has 


; the full amount culled for by the stock 


i been demanded, it leaves a wide margin 


that makes a shortage only a very re- 
mote thing to consider. 
Nearly all 


stockholders in'this concern hold more 
stock than is actually necessary to irri- 
gate their ranchers, it is stated. 


The water now stands at about the 


sixty foot level. 
In the six wells 


operated in battery form, tho connec- 
tions are made by tunnels. These- tun- 
nels are made into the seventy-two foot 
cahisons. A proposal is now under dis- 
cussion in this concern to lower these 
tunnels in^ordcr to increase the amount 
of water. 


OPERATED BY MOTORS. 


Up until this last spring the plant 


of this company had been operated for 
thirteen years by ^steam. The battery 
of boilers and Nordberg-Corliss engines 
constituted one of the largest steam 
plants in the state. Tho boilers were 
fed with fuel oil. The company had a 
contract which made it possible for 
them to use oil at seventy cents the 
barrel up until last fall, when tho eon- 
tract expired. They were immediately 
confronted with tho necessity for pay- 
ing two dollars tho barrel, or finding 
some other means of power. 


It was for this reason that two 150 


horse-power electric motors were install- 
ed, which are now running the Byron- 
Jackson centrifugal pumps. Tho steam 
plant is held in auxiliary, and can be 
put into commission within a few days 
if necessary. But the company is assur- 
ed of a steady current, as the electric 
energy in supplied both from tho San 
Gabriel canyon power plant ami from 
the big main lines on the south. 


W. 8. Herring, a rancher and stock- 


holder in the company, is the manager, 
and is supervising all the work of water 
distribution 
over the 
two thousand 


acres served. 
This acreage represent? 


100 owners, approximately. 
Most of 


this acreage is therefore held in large" 
lots. .The physical condition of the 
company's holdings never was better 
than this year, which is a real source 
of satisfaction to the stockholders.

Admitting that all his investigations 


this year convince him that the season 
is to be one of. the driest of his ex- 
perience as a water-lifting engineer in 
Southern California, S. F. Catey of Los 
Angeles, who has drilled practically all 
of the large wells in the San Gabriel 
valley, sftid a few days ago that wells 
-operating in the water zone of the San 
Gabriel river would not diminish as 
rapidly as in other localities. 


"The San Gabriel watershed is the 


largest in Southern California, and the 
seepage covers the widest area below 
the mouth of the canyon," he said. 
"All wells drawing from the San Gab- 
riel river seepage arc drawing from an 
almost inexhaustible underground sup- 
piy.". 
' 
• 


>{f 
Mr. Catey is the engineer who has 


put down the caissons and drilled the 
wells for the Azusa Irrigating Com- 
pany, of which the well on Cypress 
avenue is one of the largest types in 
use in the citrus districts. The Cypress 
avenue plant was put down 490 feet 
below the surface through silt and 
gravel. Mr. Catey says that this well 
is just about in the center of the under- 
ground back-flow from the San Gabriel 
river. It is situated just west of Azlisa 
avenue. 


In all probability tho gravel and 


rock and water-bearing strata in that 
region is six or seven hundred feet 
deep, or more, he says. In his drilling 
he has never gone through -it to bed- 
rock in the center of the valley. 
The 


debris from thousands of years of river 
overflow rests on a sandstone or lime- 
stone base. 


VAEIES IN DEPTH. 


The bedrock outside of the canyon 


was struck by Mr. v*Catdy in drilling 
a well for the Azusa Irrigating Com- 
pany at a point near the icehouse in 
.tho city of Azusa, he says. The well 
was drilled entirely through^ the gravel 
and debris, striking bedrock at 380 
feet. There was 200 feet of shale and

DEFINES WATER REGION. 


, After drilling.'wells in all-parts of 
the San Gab'ricl valley for many years, 
Mr. Catey says that the .northwestern 
edge of tho saturated cone of the San 
Gabriel river is indicated to him by 
the formations found in putting down 
n well for the Beardslee Water & Ditch 
Company on Mountain avenue. 
This 


;s about tho extreme point in that 


', .direction that the water seeps from 


the San Gabriel canyon... East of the 
canyon the river does not deposit under- 
ground water for any appreciable dis- 
tance. The cone underlines .a portion 
of the Slauson ranch, but does not ex- 
tend eastward. The river flow is tilted 
in favor of tho southwest. .-Its true 
cone of gravel is found in that direc- 
tion. Below Azusa, in Baldwin Park 
it widens to its widest point. 
Its 


southeastern flow is indicated by con- 
ditions found at the well of Mcikle tc 
Reed, drilled some years ago, and sit 
uated south and went of the city of 
Covina. 


Tho boundary of the saturated eone 


on the south is indicated by the sand- 


stone formation of the hills, which are 
practically impervious, and arc largely 
the cause for the great extent of this 
underground sifpply. There is only one 
way that the San Gabriel river water 
eatf .get out of the upper San Gabriel 
valley, Mr. Catey says, and that is 
thrdugh the Paso Bartholdi, southwest 
of El Monte, which is the course of tho 
river to the ocean. Even this one out- 
let is not a clear way for the under- 
ground water, he says. There are clay 
formations that impede the under- 
ground flow. He has determined this 
tp be a fact through tho sinking of a 
well directly in this famous pass. 


This defines the area of ono' of. the 


most 
famous pumping countries in 


Southern California. 
The saturation 


below ground obtains all over tho area 
indicated, coming to the surface, or 
nearly to the surface at El Morttc, and 
being only at a very reasonable lift in 
the territory extending from El Monte 
eastward and southward through West 
Covina or Walnut Center to portions 
of the Puento ' country. 
The under- 


ground water is constantly moving in 
a southwesterly direction through tho 
gravel. It would* take a number of dry 
years to exhaust the supply, Mr. Catey 
believes, especially in a central spot 
like that of the well at Cypress avenue, 
west of Azusa avenue. 


STONE UPON STONE. 


The great San Gabriel cone outside 


of the canyon has been deposited ac- 
cording to the relative velocity of the 
river, Mr, Catey states. 
The heavy 


boulders are of course dropped first by 
the river. These are rolled out, of thc\ 
mouth of tho canyon, some of them 
weighing at least twenty tons. 
The 


force and power of this' river is some- 
thing almost incredible to nnypnc who 
has not seen it in action at flood times, 
'or who has not studied the rock and 
gravel debris. The engineer says that 
his drills in putting down wells in the 
Azusa" district have gone through great 
rocks at a depth of three and four hun- 
dred feet, onc«after another, lying atop 
of each other, rolled there by the river 
in centuries gone by.- As tho river

and the burners give less bother than 
any others, making it ideal in every 
way.

O"JTS.H by Professor Irving Fisher at the 
Con Terence of governors and mayors at, 
Washington, entitled, 
Revolution." 


"At the present time

there is a 


marked halt in production. 
Industry 


in slowing down. 
Unemployment of 


labor increases. 
Home industrial con- 


cerns are failing to earn profit ft, and 
others are suffering the dissipation of 
th'-ir accrued profits, because, even by 
shutting their plants down, they cannot 
snve certain of their expenses or any 
of their fixed charges. 
The govern- 


ment's revenues, dependent as they are 
upon the national income, may fall 
short, at the very time we need them 
most. In brief, we are threatened with 
a widespread business depression and 
from peculiar causes, for the unsound 
conditions usually preceding a wide- 
spread business depression are abfient. 


"The 
main reason why business is 


not going ahead better is that moat 
people expect prices to drop. The mer- 
chant is Helling, but not buying. The 
manufacturer holds up the purchase 
of his raw materials. People quote the 
disparity between present price* and, 
those prevailing 'before the war,' and 
decide they will not buy much until 
present prices get down to 'normal. 
This general conviction, that prices arc 
sure to drop, is putting a brake upon 
the entire machinery of production and 
distribution, 
Readjustment waits be- 


cause we keep waiting for it. We have 
waited in vain for over three months. 


"It is interesting to observe that 


many manufacturers think that prices 
roust come down, including the prico 
of labor; but they are ready to dem- 
onstrate to you that their own prices 
cannot come down, wor can they pay 
lower wages. 
Almost everything they 


buy somehow costs twice as much as 
before the war, and their labor'is twice 
as dear. They cannot pay their labor 
loss if labor is to moot the increased 
cOst of living. 


"Now, as a matter of fact, when we 


investigate almost any individual one 
f the Recalled high prices for indus 
trial products, we are likely to find 
that individually it is not high; that 
i», it is not high relatively to tho rest. 
Our quarrel is with tho general level 
of prices. 


'' All prices have risen, but, some havo 


risen more, some loss, than tho average 


for particular reasons affecting 
Cftefl 


industry. 
In Sonic cases an improved 


organization of both employers and em- 
ployees has enabled them to combine 
against the public and take full ad- 
vantage of the price advance. 
The 


war brought about an abnormal de- 
mand for certain products like copper 
and steel, arid they advanced faster 
than the average. 
Tho abnormal de- 


mand having disappeared, these prices 
are being adjusted downward. 


"In 
some cases, as in many of the 


industries making building materials, 
the war meant n great slackening in 
demand, an enforced curtailment in use 
by government order. In such instances 
we arc likely to see an upward swing 
in prices as the suppressed demand 
again makes itself felt. Today wo are 
witnessing throughout the country such 
price readjustment, up and down, but, 
the general price level has shown little 
sign of falling. It is apparent to every 
thoughtful observer tnat some great 
force has affected all prices, creating 
a new standard to which they arc all 
conforming. 


"The fundamental practical'question, 


confronting business men is whether 
the general level of prices is going'to 
fall. 
In my opinion, it is not going 


to fall much, if it all. 
We arc on a 


permanently higher prico level, and the 
sooner the business men of the country 
take this view and adjust themselves 
to it, the sooner will they save them 
selves and the nation from the mis 
fortune which will come if we persist 
in our present false hope. 


"Business men should face the facts. 


To talk reveivntly of 1013-14 prices is 
to speak a dead language today. Tho 
buyers of the country, since armistice, 
have made an unexampled attack upon 
prices through their waiting attitude, 
and yet price recessions have been in- 
significant. 
The reason is that wo are 


on a new high price level which will 
be found a stubborn reality. 
Business 


men are going to And out that tho 
clover man is not tho man who waits, 
but the ono who finds out tho new prico 
facts and acts accordingly.'

In 


the old days tfjne'n j*a!of was plentt 
ul and the user* few ,,ftn<t generally 
ar between, tho old miner?! rules werie 
ufticient and it was duff tig, these days 
that our few codes omfj&dylng these 
rules were enacted. Frohtjjltnc to. tinte 
as tho necessity arose the <$Bdr,ts adop- 
;cd rules to meet new conditions which 
iftve become a part of the.law of ap- 
propriations. About M or 40 years ago 
he old English common law' doctrine of 
riparian ownership was recognized to 
ixist through a decision of the supreme 
court of the state in the famous case 
of Lux vs. Haggin over the waters of. 
the Kern River, /The/court itself was 
divided and it was decided by a four 
to, tferoc vote of 'the judges. The de- 
cision has been regarded as most un- 
fortunate by many of our ablest en- 
gineers and lawyers. It certainly has 
been the cause of endless litigation 
and is charged with many of the diffi- 
culties • encountered 
in 
putting 
our 


limited water resources to their fullest 
itsc. 
. 
* 


The legislature has but barely rec- 


ognized this doctrine to exist and in- 
deed its efforts have been directed 
against breaking the monopolistic con- 
trol 
of 
largo 
riparian ownerships, 


which, unwilling to utilize such rights 
themselves, refuse to allow others who 
are most, anxious to do so tw apply 
these waters to their lands. 
In the 


water commission act a clause provides 
that 
failure to exercise such rights 


within ten years from the passage of 
the act will act as a forfeiture of these 
rights. 
Wether or not the supreme 


court will hold such action by the 
legislature as constitutional remains to- 
be scon but 'inasmuch as the act was 
finally adopted through the referendum 
by a vote of all the people of the state 
it is doubtful if tho court will override 
this expressed will of the whole people. 


As has been said before, the riparian 


law has been entirely created by our 
courts. 
After recognizing the princi- 


ple the court has had an interesting 
time in maing it applicable to a semi- 
arid state where the public interest 
demands the taking of water from the 
stream to the land rather than to main- 
tain the integrity of the .stream fiowy 
ao that wo now have an intricate set

all claimants are required to flic proofs 
of claim giving e complete history of 
such rights. Hearings and conferences 
may then be held to get snch oral tes- 
timony as may be necessary. 
When 


all of the information is assemb!6d, 
the commission must then make a find- 
ing showing all of the valid rights with 
their extent, priorities and usc«, This 
finding vwhen completed is filed with 
the clerk of the superior court of the 
county where the right exists and is 
subject 
to 
public inspection. 
Any 


claimant dissatisfied with the findings 
of the commission has the right of 
appeal to the court and the court after( 
hearing such appeals hands down its 
decree either approving the findings of 
the commission as a whole or with such 
modifications as may seem proper. 
In 


this way all of the rights on a stream 
may be adjusted in one "action, doing 
away with the cndlesa piecemeal litiga- 
tion we have heretofore had. This sys- 
tem or method' has been fully approved 
in suits from other states before the 
supreme court of the United States 
arid no question is now raised as to 
the validity of the procedure. It has 
the advantage of a method whereby 
the evidence and date in a trial of 
water rights is assembled by the state 
itself guaranteeing to tho ligitant as 
well as to tho court an impartial state- 
ment of fact with the final approval 
by the court itself. 


The manifest advantages of such a 


system are very apparent but if proof 
is required the 
experiences of 
the 


atatea of Oregon and Nevada, our next 
door neighbors, 
which havo 
almoat 


identical lawa, furnish ample evidence 
of its effectiveness. 
Oregon will, in 


the short space of ten years-after the 
adoption of its act, have practically 
cleared and listed nil-of its existing 
water rights. 
Fortunately for this 


state, while the riparian law was recog- 
nized, such rights have been regarded 
as inferior t6 those under appropriation 
so that the taak haa been much simpler 
than tho one before our people.

It is also authorized to pass upon tho 
progress made in carrying out incom- 
plete projects initiated under the old 
codes and to supervise their comple- 
tion; lo make investigations in tho pub- 
lic interest of proposed storage or other 
projects and to cooporato with other 
state and federal departments whore 
the use of water is concerned. 


California has boon very much be- 


hind most of the other irrigating states 
in adopting an orderly system for tho 
acquiring of t i t l e to the use of water 
innl is one of the last few to tako this 
step. 
There now remain but two or 


three of these states which have not 
adopted a wator code. Because of this 
long delay tho resultant confusion is 
much greater and it will take n much 
longer time to bring order out of the 
existing confusion and uncertainty. The 


few old codes governing tho appropria- [ necessity of taking such a step i.s clear- 


ly indicated by tho fact that niost of 
the normal flow of our streams 
has

Tho state water commission, like all 


other "commissions," has been discuss- 
ed somewhat us to its advantage to 
irrigittors of this state, but it has boon 
n factor in straightening miiiiy a mud- 
dled nit nation created because of lack 
of satisfactory water legislation. Cali- 
fornia's water legislation can never bo 
nntisl'actory to nil. 
In tho earlier days 


of 
the state's 
history rights were 


c,re,atod ami perfected under tho old 
ei'iiimon law of England and such laws 
UH had established procodonco in this 
country, and these wore all more large- 
ly influenced by navigation than by 
irrigation. 
However, tho rights were 


established, crops grown and values 
created which would not permit of com- 
plete revision of irrigation laws.

few years ago a state water commiH-

tho ownership of the corpus of the 
water in the state and not in an abutt- 
ing land owner on n stream''is much 
tho better system for the state at largo 
is now generally recognized but we 
can now only make tho best of a bad 
situation. 
The 
riparian 
doctrine is 


peculiarly inimical to storage projects 
for to bo useful these must be made at 
tho highest elevation possible HO that 
bo fore storage can he accomplished the 
project must clear all tho conflicting 
riparian claims dormant and useless or 


thervviso before the work can bo un- 
dertaken, nud this frequently, if not 
always, adds enormously to tho cost 
of the undertaking. I know personally 
of one project, the building of which 
has not yet begun, where over three 
million dollars of property has boon 
bought so that tho riparian ownerships 
might bo acquired by the project so 
that it might bo permitted to go ahead 
with storage that will add very greatly 
to tho development and progress of 
this part of tho state as well an safe- 
guard these very same riparian lands 
from'a repetition of tho enormous dam- 
ago inflicted by tho ID 10 floods. 


Under tho present law all now ap- 


propriations must bo made under the 
supervision of tho commission. An' ap- 
plication is fllod giving sufficient lata 
to completely describe the project with 
necessary maps. When this is in proper 
order it is advertised in ordor to bring 
out any conflict with existing rights. 
If 
tho commission is satisfied 
that 


thoro is wator avaibiblo it issues a 
permit limiting tho amount of water 
and fixing tho time for the completion 
of tho project with another limit for 
tho complete application of the water 
to tho proposol use with such other 
conditions as may bo applicable. 
On 


tho completion uf the project, after 
necessary inspections have boon made, 
the permittee receives n license which 
1 


is in effect a certificate "t" title good 
as long as tho right is properly main- 
tainel. 


Tho procedure to ascertain what ex- 


isting rights were acquired under tho 
old law is confined to appropriations. 
Under the original aet it was found 
impossible to proceed so that this ma- 
chinery of the j)et had to be amended 
and this wa? #>ne by the lebislature 
of 1917. 


This procedure provides for n set- 


tlement of such rights by stream sys- 
tems. 
The, first step is taken by the 


filing w i t h the commission of a peti- 
tion to have such work undertaken 
although the commission may act ou 
its own, initiative. 
A complete hydro- 


graphic study of the situation is then 
made to gather data showing all of 
the rights aud ditches in use, showing
